Executive Producer Sue Zizza has 
created a program that features two radio dramas:

Friends of Old-Time Radio Script Contest 


The 11th annual script writing contest is now open. This year your half-hour script must be based on the 
CBS program "You Are There" (1948-50). It assumes that radio was present during great historical moments of 
the past and CBS reporters are there to witness it and interview participants. (Examples: Columbus sails to the 
New World, Julius Caesar assassinated, Betsy Ross sews first American flag, Gold discovered at Sutter's Mill, 
etc.) There's an intro from the studio, then we go to the scene. No commercials as it was a sustaining show. 

This can be either drama or comedy, whatever your bent. But please, no spoofs with Jack Benny, Abbott 
and Costello. That didn't work last time. The script must be ready to produce - type double spaced, large enough 
for actors to read, all sound cues included (probably no music in this one). Try to keep cast to ten or less, although 
some actors can double in smaller parts. Obviously, some historical research will be necessary. For further guide 
re "You Are There" see John Dunning's "On the Air -The Encyclopedia of Old Time Radio". 

First prize in the contest is $200, and the script will be performed live at our 2004 convention. Second 
prize winner, which will not be performed, is $100. 

Scripts must be submitted by August 31, 2003 to Dave Zwengler, 319 Plymouth Road, North Brunswick 
NJ 08902 (732 - 0940 - 7639). Three experienced judges will pick the winning scripts and detailed suggestions 
for improvements will be sent to non-winners. If you want a primer on preferred page format, send SASE to Mr.

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Registration 


All meal reservations MUST be paid in advance. If you are coming for the day only, avoid 
the hassle of paying at the registration desk and save money. Preregistration for the day only is $18 
if mailed in advance and $25 if paid at the door for both Friday or Saturday. Remember, if you 
register at the door, you have to fill out a registration card. If you can’t attend the dinner but wish to 
stay for the activities afterwards, the cost is $20 for each night. 

The cocktail hour is for dinner guests only. If you come for the day only, but wish to 
stay for the cocktail hour and hors d’oeuvres, add $10 to the cost. 


PACKAGE PRICES: If you come for all 4 meals (Thursday through Sunday, cost is $158 
instead of $173 ($150 for seniors). If you come for Thursday through Saturday, cost is $141 
instead of $153 ($133 for seniors).
